‘Move this bus stop 
or I will!’ - ultimatum

A MAN campaigning to have a bus 
stop outside his house removed has 
threatened to dismantle it himself 
after Luton Council rejected a peti¬ 
tion over the issue. 

Asif Iqbal, 33, who lives on Leagrave 
Road, said he is issuing the authority 
with a three-week ultimatum after a 
525-signature petition by residents 
was turned down. 

Mr Iqbal, who bought his property in 
2006, said the stress of fighting the 
case contributed to him suffering a 
heart attack at the end of last year and 
that he can’t access his drive because 
of bus users standing at the stop. 

The 33-year-old began his campaign 
last year but during a full council 
meeting in April this year councillors 
voted against the petition. 

Residents had asked for the bus stops 
between 180-312 Leagrave Road to be 
moved and a zebra crossing installed 
to tackle speeding. 

But a report presented at the meet¬ 
ing noted the proposals would cost the 
council more than £14,000. 

Mr Iqbal said the stress of being una¬ 
ble to access his drive had left him 
with ‘no choice’ but to threaten 
‘drastic action’. 

He said: “I can’t get bullied by the 
council. They are leaving me no choice 
and it’s a route I don’t want to take 
because they have put me in a place 
where I have no choice. 

“There are many bus stops in Luton 
where people have access to their 
drives. We had a 500-signature peti¬ 
tion and we are the public so they

should listen to us. 

“I have spoken to local people on the 
road and they are upset about the 
decision. I want the council to realise 
that they shouldn’t take people for 
granted and that times change and 
bus stops move all the time. 

“Each time I come home I see people 
on my drive and there’s only so much 
that a guy can take. Most people are 
afraid of the council but I don’t care 
what they do. Every person I meet says 


‘you have a big bus stop outside your 
house, why don’t complain?’. 

“My doctor told me to take it easy but 
I am getting stressed with this bus 
stop. You have to take drastic action in 
life and I will take it down in three 
weeks because I want to give the coun¬ 
cil time to respond to my request.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “There 
has been a bus stop and shelter in the 
area for more than 30 years, before Mr 
Iqbal bought his properties. 


“His request for the council to move 
the bus stop has been carefully con¬ 
sidered and rejected by the council’s 
complaints procedure, full council 
and the Local Government 
Ombudsman, bearing in mind road 
safety and traffic congestion con¬ 
cerns, customer needs and viability of 
the service. 

“Any damage to the bus stop and 
shelter would be criminal, so it would 
become a police matter.” 


Shot teen 
‘targeted’ 
say police 

A 16-YEAR-OLD boy is in 
hospital after being shot in the 
back in the early hours of 
yesterday morning. 

The incident happened short¬ 
ly before 4am when residents 
reported hearing gun fire in 
Thricknells Close, Marsh Farm, 
Luton. 

Police and the ambulance 
service attended the scene 
where the teen was found with 
a gunshot wound to his back. 

The victim was taken to 
hospital for treatment where he 
remains in a serious but stable 
condition. 

Armed Response Officers 
have completed a search of the 
area and a cordon has been 
established while Scenes of 
Crime Officers conduct a 
thorough forensic examination 
of the scene. 

A man was seen leaving the 
area at the time of the shooting 
and he is described as white, in 
his mid-teens, wearing a blue 
top and blue denim jeans. 

Detective Inspector Sean 
Quinn, investigating, said: “We 
are in the early stages of this 
investigation and are piecing 
together exactly what 
happened prior to this shooting. 

“However, we believe this 
was a targeted incident and we 
would urge anyone who has 
information about this shooting 
or anyone who can help 
identify the person seen 
leaving the scene to contact 
the police immediately. 

“They can do this in complete 
confidence and we can 
reassure them that any 
information given will be used 
confidentially to trace whoever 
was responsible for this crime.”

THE man on trial for the murder 
of Delaney Brown last September 
was told in court that he had 
been “hunting him” when he 
drove a car into the teenager as 
he was riding a bike. 

Kyle Beckford denied the sug¬ 
gestion put to him by Stuart 
Trimmer, QC for the prosecution, 
but agreed he had wanted to 
scare Delaney that day by driving 
up close behind on a pavement in 
a residential street. 

The 22-year-old told Luton 
Crown Court that he suspected 
19-year-old Delaney Brown could 
have been involved in an 
“ambush” of his cousin by a 
group of young men from 
Hockwell Ring some weeks 
before. In the attack he said his 
cousin had been beaten up. 

Dealing with how his car came 
to strike the rear of Delaney 
Brown’s bike, sending the teen¬ 
ager flying through the air with 
tragic consequences, Beckford 
told the court: “I just wanted to 
scare him because of what had 
happened with my cousin. 

“He was involved and he was 
telling me he wasn’t. I didn’t 
want to kill him or seriously 
harm him. He was my friend.”

guilty to murdering Delaney 
Brown on the afternoon of 
September 5 last year in Vincent 
Road, Luton. 

He admits manslaughter, and 
for the jury now listening to the 
final stages of the evidence, the 
issue for them to decide is 
whether he intended to kill Mr 
Brown or cause him really 
serious bodily harm. 

The court has heard Beckford 
was behind the wheel of a stolen 
silver BMW that afternoon. 

There were three other young 
men in the car and another was 


riding a moped. 

The jury had heard how as teen¬ 
age schoolboys Beckford and 
Delaney had been friends. But 
the prosecution claim they had 
drifted into rival gangs in Luton. 

Delaney Brown was a member 
of the ‘Lewsey Farm Gang’ some¬ 
times known as ‘The Trap Gang’, 
while Kyle Beckford was said to 
have been a member of the 
‘Marsh Farm Gang’. 

The jury has been told on the 
afternoon of September 5 last 
year Delaney was cycling along 
Toddington Road in Luton. 

It’s alleged by the Crown that 
Kyle Beckford, in a stolen BMW, 
followed Delaney into Vincent 
Road and then drove up onto the 
pavement and deliberately drove 
into the rear of the teenager at 
between 19 and 25mph. 

Delaney Brown was thrown 
into the air and “propelled” into 
a wall after the car drove into 
him from behind. 

He died from a broken neck and 
his chest was crushed. The car 
sped from the scene and was 
recovered by police the following 
day. 

Throughout his time in the 
witness box, Kyle Beckford, 
refused to name the other people 
who had been in the car with him 
that day or who was riding the 
moped. 

The case continues. 


GYPSY SITE CONSULTATION DUE 

CENTRAL Bedfordshire Council’s 
Gypsy and Traveller Local Plan is 
set to open for public consulta¬ 
tion on Monday, May 20. 

The draft plan, which details a 
recommended ‘short-list’ of sites 
and includes controversial pro¬ 
posals for pitches in Barton-le- 
Clay, will be open for consulta¬ 
tion until Monday, July 1. 

Residents will be able to give 
their views via the authority web¬ 
site, while paper copies of the 
documents will also be available 
at council offices and libraries. 

MAN KNOCKED UNCONSCIOUS 

A 19-YEAR-OLD was knocked 
unconscious and left with a 
suspected fractured cheek dur¬ 
ing an assault in Dunstable. 

Officers were called to Asda in 
Court Drive at around 2.30am on 
Friday, May 10, following reports 
that a man had been kicked in 
the head. 

On arrival, they discovered the 
victim unconscious at the scene 
while a second man had also 
suffered facial injuries.

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Drivers counting the 
cost of mirror thefts

LUTON-based Vauxhall has admitted 
it has fallen victim to a problem of 
thieves stealing wing mirror casings 
from cars - but says there are no 
plans to change the design of the 
covers on its vehicles. 

Astra owner Mia O’Neill, who lives in 
the St Annes area of Luton, said she 
first noticed the casing from one of her 
wing mirrors had been stolen four 
weeks ago. 

After buying a replacement and 
having it sprayed to match the colour 
of her car - costing around £45 - the 
casing from the mirror on the other 
side of the car was also taken. 

Miss O’Neill said: “I thought this was 
a one-off but now when I drive round 
town I notice how many casings are 
missing, especially on Vauxhalls. 

“My car looks horrific, but I refuse to 
spend money replacing the casings 
just to have them taken again so I have 
covered them in duct tape. 

“I didn’t think much of it when the 
first one went but the second time I 
did report it to the police.” 

In May last year Luton on Sunday 
reported that Thomas Fields, who 
lives in Leagrave, had three casings 


stolen in the space of three weeks. 

Stuart Harris, Head of Carline Brand 
at Vauxhall, said: “We are aware that 
there is a problem with the thefts of 
wing mirror casings from our cars, 
and that many go on to be sold online. 

“The local police are aware of these 
activities and monitor popular sales 
websites. 

“However this is a problem that is 
shared by all car manufacturers and 
there are no plans to change the way 


the casings are designed. 

“As there are a lot of residents in 
Luton that drive Vauxhall cars it may 
appear the problem is worse in the 
town, but is an issue that all car manu¬ 
facturers are trying to contend with.” 

Bedfordshire Police said that they 
have one reported incident in the St 
Annes area since April.

REVELATIONS that 71 cautions for sexual 
offences - including one for rape - have been 
issued in Bedfordshire need to be looked at in 
more detail, a campaigner has said. 

Peter Saunders, founder of the National 
Association for People Abused in Childhood 
(NAPAC), said there was ‘more to the story 
than the statistics’ which show that cautions 
have been used for sexual offences that could 
have warranted court proceedings. 

Freedom of Information requests sent to 
police forces in the east of England by the BBC 
revealed that 1,140 cautions had been given for 
sexual offences in the past five years, with 71 
coming from Bedfordshire Police. 

A caution is a formal warning issued by 
police to someone who has admitted a crimi¬ 
nal offence and is usually given for less serious 
matters. 

But Bedfordshire Police said cautions for 
serious offences were used in ‘exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances’ and the decision was made by 
the Crown Prosecution Service. 

Mr Saunders said: “As I have been saying in 
the media there is always more to the story 
than the statistics and we need to look behind 
them to see what is going on. 


“When it happens between two youngsters 
who wants to criminalise it? So we have to be 
careful about what we are talking about. 

“For example, there’s one case of it happen¬ 
ing with someone with learning disabilities so 
something like that has to be taken into 
consideration. 

“But there does seem to be a large number of 
cautions and I think part of it is that the police 
are under huge pressure to clear crime rates 
and tick boxes. 

“Also these kinds of crimes are hard to prove 
in a court of law because there are not many 
witnesses.” 

Mr Saunders added that recent discussions 
around the sexual abuse of children was a 
positive step that had finally given ‘a voice’ to 
survivors of abuse. 

Bernard Rix, an independent police advisor 
based in Biggleswade, said: “There is a chal¬ 
lenge here for the force. They need to maintain 
public confidence in the use of cautions, 
especially in the case of sexual offences.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman said: 
“Cautions are only used for serious offences in 
exceptional circumstances. 

“Within the last five years, one caution has 
been used for an historic rape where both the 
victim and offender were children. 

“The decision to caution is made by the 
Crown Prosecution Service.”

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‘Ridiculous’ move 
to call ambulance

AN ambulance was called to 
transport a dying man from a 
Bedford hospital wing across 
the road to A&E after a porter 
was told to stand down, an 
inquest was told. 

Following the death of 
72-year-old Donald Bennett 
from Dunstable last July, 
South Essex Partnership Trust 
(SEPT), who run the unit, 
undertook an investigation 
into its emergency responses.

Concern grows on 
future of wardens

A RESIDENT at a sheltered 
housing scheme in Farley Hill 
says a lack of information 
about the future of their on¬ 
site warden has left vulnera¬ 
ble people feeling ‘unsettled.’ 

In March, Luton Borough 
Council proposed to replace 
the current on-site managers 
at schemes throughout the 
town with office-based staff, 
as part of a Sheltered Housing 
Service review. 

A consultation began and 


residents at facilities across 
Luton had meetings about the 
plans. 

But Bethune Court resident 
Veronica Gudgin says that she 
hasn’t heard anything since. 

She said: “We all feel very 
unsettled because no-one has 
given us an update on what is 
going on. 

“We were led to believe that 
we would hear something in 
mid-April, but it is now May 
and we are none the wiser. 

“We’d just like to be kept in 
the loop. As we said before, we 
don’t want to lose our warden. 


“We all moved here to live in 
sheltered accommodation, 
and without a warden that 
isn’t what we signed up for. 

“We have very vulnerable 
residents living here that need 
that service.” 

A spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “We 
are undertaking a review of 
our Sheltered Housing Service 
and this is ongoing. 

“No decisions have been 
made yet in relation to this 
but a report is scheduled to be 
presented to the Executive in 
July.”

Let pubs take charge 


I LIKE a pint. The prefer¬ 
ence is what my dad used 
to call ‘cooking bitter’. By 
that he meant the 
ordinary standard brewery 
draught bitter and not any of 
those Fancy Dan bitters that 
are high in alcohol and sweet. 

The fact that we can still 
drink draught bitters is 
thanks in part to the 
Campaign for Real Ale 
(CAMRA), which fought the 
breweries’ desire for us all to 
drink keg beers and or lager 
back in the 1970s. 

The trouble with organisa¬ 
tions such as CAMRA is that 
once they have succeeded 
they don’t know what to do 
with themselves. 

Should they just fold and go 
back to gardening or sitting 
in pub gardens, or carry on 
and broaden their brief. 

CAMRA has decided to 
carry on and is in rude good 
health but I sometimes wish 
it hadn’t. It has a kind of 
informal power, in that to be 
a CAMRA pub means some¬ 
thing, as does an entry in the 
Good Beer Guide and Pub of 
the Year awards. 

So it can bully pubs, and 
the pressure group is not just 
interested in good beer but 
in what the pub bars should 
look like. 


Which, for the anoraks who 
run it, means returning to 
the 1950s, with no juke 
boxes, fruit machines, pool 
tables and central heating. 

The pub needs real fires, a 
dart board and lots of real 
ales no-one outside of the 
organisation has heard of. 

When not doing this they 
organise beer festivals, 
which must rank as one of 
the year’s saddest events, 
populated by some of the 
saddest people, standing 
around in their beards, 
jumpers and sandals and 
drinking warm, flat pints of 
‘dogs bollocks’. 

That is a shame because 
pubs could do with a bit of 
help at the moment. They 
are disappearing faster than 
snow at harvest time and no- 
one seems to be fighting very 
hard for their survival. 

Large brewery companies, 
such as Charles Wells, seem 
intent on closing pubs, rath¬ 
er than doing everything 
they can to keep them open. 

I am aware that lifestyles 
have changed, alongside 
drink driving laws, no smok¬ 
ing laws and cheap booze at 
supermarkets. And, at the 
moment, many people have 
less money in their pockets. 

But still the first preference 


seems to be to close, espe¬ 
cially if it can be sold easily. 

Actually the first step is 
often to raise prices and if 
that doesn’t work, and I can’t 
imagine why it wouldn’t, 
then close it down, and with 
a bit of luck, flog it off. 

And quite often now it is 
hard work for little money 
for the landlords, as pub 
companies squeeze profit 
margins. It often does not 
matter how well they are 
doing as rents are adjusted 
up and down, according to 
turnover. 

It was once said that just 
because there is a problem it 
does not automatically 
follow that there is a 
solution. But there could be 
one here. 

Why not offer incentives for 
landlords to become free¬ 
holders? And CAMRA could 
help all pubs, not just those 
that fit its criteria. 

At the moment they often 
feel trapped between the 
rock of the brewer and the 
hard place of the pub 
company. But if they were 
genuinely running their own 
business, life might look a bit 
rosier. 

They could even choose 
whether or not to have a juke 
box.

POLICE have released 
CCTV footage showing 
two men that they want 
to trace in connection 
with an attempted 
robbery at a newsagents 
in which a shot was 
fired. 

The pair approached 
the Premier News Shop 
in Kirby Drive, Luton, at 
around 7.15am on 
Tuesday. 

The video shows one 
man standing by the 
door while the other 
enters the shop. He then 
reaches into his bag and 
pulls out a handgun. 

A shot is fired in the 
direction of shopkeeper 
Dhirubhai Patel, before 
both men leave the scene 
empty-handed and run 
off in the direction of 
Whitehaven. 

Mr Patel, aged 61, said 
that he has been left 
‘shocked’ by the inci¬ 
dent. 

He added that as the 


gun was being pointed at 
him, he picked up some 
crates in an effort to 
protect himself from the 
raiders. 

The images show that 
the first man is wearing 
black clothing and a 
black balaclava. 

The second man wore a 
grey tracksuit and was 
carrying a brightly-col¬ 
oured drawstring bag 
which was slung over his 
back.

FOLLOWING a successful tour of 
the USA and Canada, The Zombies 
arrive at Alban Arena on the last 
Sunday of the month as part of 
their latest UK dates.

Album out soon 


LUTON'S own post-punk 
rockers UK Decay will release 
their first full-length 
studio album for more than 
30 years this month. 

‘New Hope for the Dead’ is 
coming out on May 22 and fol¬ 
lows their gig on Friday, which 
was their first home town 
show in three years. 

UK Decay led the emerging 
post-punk scene in the early 
1980s and were credited with 
coining a term that spawned a 
movement after they were the 
first to use the phrase ‘Goth’ 
in an interview. 

Their first album and associ¬ 
ated singles regularly topped 
independent charts across the 
world, with extensive tours 
taking the band across the 
UK, Europe and US on many 
occasions. 

Three years ago they 
reformed and in the last 18

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview.

A BRAVE Luton effort was not enough as they 
were just edged out 17-13 by big favourites 
Ampthill in Wednesday’s East Midlands 
Senior Cup final at Goldington Road. 

It had previously been suggested that 
Ampthill - who play at a higher level - could 
put 100 points on the board but a rout failed to 
occur at the home of Bedford Blues. 

In fact Luton led 13-7 at one stage until 
Ampthill managed to turn the game on its 
head. 

Luton forward Daniel Blinkthorn said that 
stamina had proved to be a key factor.

Luton’s second half response was typical of 
the tenacity they’d shown all night, and just 
what the game needed.

from finished, and tries from foe Sproston and 
Lee Bray restored their advantage and were 
enough to win the game by the narrowest of 
margins.

ALTHOUGH bitterly disappointed to lose to 
Oxfordshire in the last over at Bicester, 
Bedfordshire know they are still very much in 
the chase for a place in the quarter finals of the 
MCCA Trophy.
